No. 35—Drew 


One of the finest cteamboats 


ever to sail the Hudson river un- 
der the flbanner ol the People's 
Line was the famous "Drew," re- 
membered by many of the older 
generation as a floating palace. 


The "Drew" was constructed In 


1866 
by John Englis and Son of 


Greenpoint. 
She was 366 feet, 


five inches long, had *-47 foot five 
inch breadth of beam, and was 
rated at 2,902 gross tons of 2,687 
net tons. She was powered by a
